South Australian Economic Indicators is a monthly publication which 
contains the latest available data at the time of preparation for a range of 
statistical series that have been identified as indicators of economic 
activity in this State. In a number of cases the figures presented are 
preliminary and subject to revision in subsequent issues. 


Written and graphic commentary have been included for many of the 
selected series and analysis has been augmented with the calculation of 
the percentage change from the previous reference period together with 
the presentation of comparative Australian data. 


Time series information has been included to provide a historical 
perspective on many of the selected indicators. Future issues may be 
expanded to include further historical data in response to expressed user 
needs. This product is under continuous review and any suggestions for 
enhancement will be welcomed. 


More detailed information on each series, inchiding explanatory and 
technical notes, can be obtained from other Australian Bureau of Statistics 
publications or alternative data sources. To assist those sceking further 
information a source publication for each of the series has been 
documented in the statistical summary. 


This issue includes a special article entitled South Australian Agriculture. 
Future issues will contain further articles on statistical topics which 
concentrate on longer term trends or other issues pertinent to the South 
Australian economy.

Overview 


The value of merchandise exports for March 1996 were $462.8 million 
continuing the strong growth over the past four months. 


The value of merchandise imports for March 1996 were $242.6 mil- 
lion, a decrease of 4.5% on the previous month and 18.1% on March 
1995. 


The trend estimate of retail turnover decreased by 0.6% in March 
1996, continuing the decline in the trend estimate since October 


1995. 


The trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations in April 1996 
increased 1.0%. 


The March 1996 trend for the total number of dwelling units ap- 
proved in South Australia fell 3.4%. 


Non-residential building approvals in March 1996 were valued at 
$49.9 million and contributed 6.6% to the Australian total. 


The Price Index of Materials used in House Building increased by 0.2% 
in Adelaide for March 1996. 


Adelaide recorded a rise of 0.3% in the Price Index of Materials used in 
Building other than House Building for March 1996. 


The trend estimate of employed persons has been increasing since 
January 1996, 


The trend unemployment rate has decreased from 9.9% in April 1995 
to 9.5% in April 1996, 


There were 3,900 working days lost through industrial disputes in 
South Australia in February 1996. 


Between November 1995 and February 1996, the trend estimate of av- 
erage weekly total earnings of all employees in South Australia in- 
creased 0.9%. 


The trend estimate for the value of owner-occupied housing commiut- 
ments for March 1996 was $258.3 million, up 9.2%. 


Commercial finance commitments increased by 21.3% to $542.9 mil- 
lion when compared with February, 26.1% higher than March 1995. 


State Accounts 


NOTE: Deficiencies in the data sources used to estimate gross operating 
surplus for recent quarters may at times lead to the current price esti- 
mates @f Gross State Product(1) being under or over stated for particular 
States. Consequently, the measured growth rate for constant price GSP(I} 
for those States will also be affected. 


The constant price series for Gross State Product (GSP) have been la- 
belled as ‘experimental’. Users are cautioned that these estimates are de- 
rived indirectly by calculating a deflator from the expenditure compo- 
nents. It is emphasised that, at times, movements that can not be fully ex- 
plained may be introduced into the constant price GSP() series through 
the use of this proxy deflator. 


Trend Estimates (Current Prices) The gross state product (GSP) grew 1.5% in the December quarter 1995 
compared with the national average of 1.3%. This is the second consecu- 
tive quarter in which GSP has exceeded the national rate. 


Growth in both gross operating surplus (up 1.6%) and indirect taxes less 
subsidies (up 1.2%) exceeded the national average. The growth in wages, 
salaries and supplements (up 1.4%) has been below the national average 
since the December quarter 1993. 


Trend Estimates (Constant Prices) The experimental GSP at constant prices grew 0.8% in the December 
quarter, 3.3% above that of the December quarter 1994. 
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State final demand showed no change in the December quarter compared 
with a national increase of 0.5%. Only Queensland (-0.1%) recorded 
- lower growth.

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For the third consecutive quarter, the rate of increase in private final con- 
sumption expenditure slowed with the 0.7% increase in the December 
quarter being considerably below the strong growth of 1.7% experienced 
in the March quarter 1995. 


Public final consumption expenditure declined 2,3% in December. 


Private gross fixed capital expenditure increased by 0.6% in December, 
the first quarterly increase since the December quarter 1994. Increases in 
expenditure on equipment and non-dwelling construction more than off 
set the decline in expenditure on dwellings. 


In March 1996 the total value of merchandise exports was $462.8 million. 
This compares with a total value of $491.0 million in the previous month 
and $390.9 in March 1995. The past four months has seen exports around 
$400 million and can be linked to the increase in agricultural industry ex- 
ports which accounted for 35.8% of total exports. Exports to China have 
increased considerably in the past two months. 


MERCHANDISE EXPO RTS AND IMPORTS 
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The value of merchandise imports for March 1996 were $242.6 million, a 
decrease of 4.5% on the previous month and 18.1% on March 1995. 


Consumption and Investment 


Retail Turnover 


New Motor Vehicle Registrations 
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The trend estimate of retail turnover in South Australia decreased by 0.6% 
in March 1996, continuing the decline in the trend estimate since Octo- 
ber. The trend estimate for Australia increased by 0.6%. 


Over the past three months the trend estimate for South Australia has de- 
clined by $14.6 million caused by the decreases of $12.3 million in hospi- 
tality and services group, $7.4 million in the food retailing group, $0.7 
million in clothing and soft goods retailing and $0.3 million in recrea- 
tional good retailing. This was partly offset by increases of $2.9 million 
in household good retailing, $2.2 million in other retailing and $1.0 mil- 
lion in department stores retailing group. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of retail trade in March 1996 increased 
by 0.5%. In original terms, retail turnover was $737.3 million, an increase 


of 2.1% on March 1995, 


RETAIL TURNOVER 
PERCENTAGE CHANGE FROM PREVIOUS MONTH 
Trend Estimates 
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‘The South Australian trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations 
in April 1996 increased 1.0%. The trend estimate has been increasing 
since October 1995, but the rate of increase is slowing. The seasonally 
adjusted estimate for April 1996 decreased by 0.2% from March 1996 and 
increased by 9.9% from April 1995. 


In ortginal terms there were 3,292 new motor vehicles registered in April 
1996, a decrease of 14.9% from March 1996 and an increase of 18.2% on 
April 1995. For new passenger vehicles, the leading makes registered in 
April 1996 were Holden (858 vehicles), Ford ($13), Toyota (368), Mitsu- 
bishi (341) and Hyundai (143).

Private New Capital Expenditure 


Production 
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When the December quarter 1995 is compared with the December quar- 
ter 1994, caravan parks capacity increased by 0.3% from 24,341 to 24,406 
powered and unpowered sites, on-site vans and cabins. The number of 
site nights occupied increased slightly from 610,224 to 610,646 while the 
site occupancy rate remained unchanged at 27.2%. Accommodation tak- 
ings rose by 6.0%, from $7.2 million to $7.6 million, with the average tak- 
ings per site night occupied increasing from $11,80 to $12.50. 


The trend estimate (in current prices) for private new capital expenditure 
in South Australia for the December quarter 1995 was $451 million. The 
increase of 3.2% from the previous quarter is a reversal of trend decline 
which commenced in March quarter 1995. The increase in figures for 
South Australia was higher than for any other State with the Australian fig- 
ure rising by 0.6%. The South Australian total for the quarter now repre- 
sents 5.0% of the Australian figure. 


Private new capital expenditure in original terms for the December quar- 
ter 1995 was $536 million, an increase of 49.2% from the September 
quarter 1995. Buildings and structures accounted for $87 million, and 
equipment, plant and. machinery $449 million. Expenditure for the 1995 
year fell by 9.3% from 1994 with the Australian figure rising by 12.7%. 
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Dwelling Approvals 


The March 1996 trend for the total muimber of dwelling units approved in 
South Australia fell 3.4%. This follows declines of 4.1% in February and 
5.1% in January. The March 1996 figure was 38.6% lower than for March 
1995. 


The trend for the number of private sector houses approved increased by 
0.3%. This follows falls of 0.8% in February and 1.8% in January 1996. 


In South Australia the number of dwelling units approved in original (un- 
adjusted) terms was 437 for March 1996, a 10.1% decrease on the previ- 
ous month and a fall of 52.1% from the same period the previous year 
(913). 


Nationally the trend for the total number of dwelling units approved in- 
creased 0.2% in March 1996 to 10,217. This follows an increase of 0.3% 
in February, but was 19.8% lower than the March 1995 estimate (12,740). 


Dwelling Commencements 


Value of Non-residential 
Building Approvals 


In original terms, the total number of dwelling units approved nationally 
was 10,163, an increase of 0.5% from 10,109 in February 1996 but 24.7% 
lower than March 1995 (13,501). South Australia accounted for 4.3% of 
the March 1996 figure. 


DWELLING UNITS APPROVED 
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The number of new dwelling units commenced in South Australia contin- 
ued to fall during the December quarter 1995. It was down 11.5% to 
1,557. This compares with a fall of 10.8% nationally. There was a de- 
crease of 45.1% in South Australia and 34.2% nationally when compared 
with the December quarter 1994. Expressed as a proportion of the na- 
tional total, the number of commencements in South Australia was 35.2% 
compared with 5.2% last quarter and 6.2% for the December quarter 
1994, 
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In March 1996, the value of non-residential building projects approved in 
South Australia rose to $49.9 million afler having previously fallen to a 
thirty one month low of $16.5 million in February 1996. 


South Australia contributed 6.6% towards the total value of Australian 
non-residential building approvals of $758.8 million. 


Value of Total Building Activity 


Value of Engineering Construction 


Consumer Price index 


The total value of building work commenced in South Australia during 
the December quarter 1995 rose 1.9% from the previous quarter to 
$285.8 million. Compared with the December quarter 1994, South Aus- 
tralia had an 18.9% decrease in building commencements while the cor- 
responding national movement was a 17.2% decrease. The South Austra- 
lian share of the national total of building commencements was 4.8% for 
the December quarter. 


The total! value of building work done during the December quarter 1995 
rose 9.2% to $327.1 million compared with a decrease of 2.4% nationally. 
Compared with the December quarter 1994, South Australia had a 15.0% 
decrease in the value of total building work done while the correspond- 
ing national movement was a 6.8% decrease. 


VALUE OF BUL.DING ACTIVITY 
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In the December quarter 1995 the value of engineering construction 
work done in South Australia rose by 19.8% (16.0% nationally) to $169.5 
million. South Australia had a 4.5% share of the national total. The value 
of work commenced during the quarter rose by 6.0% to $144.0 million 
compared with a national decrease of 41.7%. The State's proportion of 
national commencements was 4.9%. 


For the Match quarter 1996 the Consumer Price Index (all groups) in- 
crease of 0.4% for Adelaide was the same as the average for the eight capi- 
tal cities. The annual increase for Adelaide was 3.2% while nationally the 
Consumer Price Index increased 3.7%. 


House Building Materiais 


Non-house Building Materials 
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Adelaide recorded a 0.2% increase in the Price Index of Materials Used in 
House Building for the month of March 1996. A price increase for ready 
mixed concrete was the main contributor to the rise in the Index, The 
weighted average of the six State capital cities fell by 0.2%. 


In the twelve months to March 1996, the Adelaide Index decreased by 
1.1% compared with a decrease of 0.9% in the weighted average of the six 
State capital cities. 


MATERIALS USED IN HOUSE BUILDING 
Change from Same Period of Previous Year 
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There was a rise of 0.3% in the Price Index of Materials Used in Building 
Other than House Building during March 1996. Price increases in ready 
mixed concrete, structural steel and elevators were the main contributors 


to the rise. The weighted average of the six State capital cities fell by 
0.1%. 


Over the past twelve months the Index has increased by 0.8% in Adelaide 
(the lowest of the six State capital cities). The weighted average of the 
six State capital cities increased by 1.3% for the same period. 


House Prices 
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The price index of established houses and proyect homes in Adelaide fell 
2.3% and 0.4% respectively during December quarter 1995. Nationally, 
over the same period prices for both established houses and project 
homes fell by 0.2%. 


Tn Adelaide over the twelve months to December quarter 1995, there was 
a price decrease of 3.0% for established houses and a decrease of 2.0% for 
project homes. Nationally, for the twelve month period, established 
house prices recorded a 0.3% increase while project homes rose by 1.0%. 


Labour Force and Demography 


Population 


Employment 


At 30 September 1995 the estimated resident population of South Austra- 
lia was 1,474,674. This was an increase of 0.05% (708) persons from the 
June quarter, which was below the national increase of 0.3%. The con- 
tinuing low growth rate for South Australia is attributable to a large net 
outflow in interstate migration of 2,157 persons which was offset by a net 
inflow of overseas migration of 1,106 persons and a natural increase of 
1,759. The quarterly interstate migration loss was the highest recorded 
from South Australia. 


The trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia has been in- 
creasing since January 1996, following a slight decline in the last three 
months of 1995. The April 1996 estimate (658,400) is 1.0% higher than 
the level of twelve months ago. 


In April 1996, the trend estimate of employed persons in Australia was 
8,304,600. This was 1.2% higher than the level of twelve months ago. 
Over the past year, full-time and part-time employment have increased by 
1.2% and 1.1% respectively. 
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The trend unemployment rate has decreased from 9.9% in April 1995 to 
9.5% in April 1996. Over the same period, the trend unemployment rate 
for males has decreased from 10.8% to 10.4%, while the rate tor females 
has decreased from 8.7% to 8.4%. 


Unemployment 
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After remaining flat for the nine months to January 1996, the trend esti- 
mate of the unemployment rate in Australia has increased to 8.6% in April 
1996. 


Overtime 


industrial Disputes 


The proportion of employees who worked overtime in South Australia in 
February 1996 was 13.8%, compared with 16.3% in February 1995, 


There were 3,900 working days lost through industrial disputes in South 
Australia during February 1996, This was the highest monthly figure 
since February 1995 when there were 6,400 working days lost. 


In the 12 months to February 1996, 12,800 working days were lost due to 
industrial disputes in South Australia. This was 4.7% of the national total 
and was the lowest percentage of all the mainland States.

Incomes 


Australia in February was 7,980. This brings the total number of overseas 
visitors during the eight month period July 1995 to February 1996 to 
$3,890, a decrease of 7.0% during the corresponding eight month period 
to February 1995(57,939). The South Australian share of the Australian 
total for February 1996 was 2.0%. 


SHORT TERM ARRIVALS AND DEPARTURES 
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During February 1996 the number of short term departures of South Aus- 
tralian residents was 7,668, a 5.9% decrease over the preceding month 
but a 1.3% increase on February 1995. 
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Average Weekly Earnings 


The trend estimate of average weekly ordinary time earnings of full-time 
adult employees in South Australia increased from $617.50 in November 
1995 to $623.10 in February 1996. Male full-time ordinary time earnings 
rose from $646.70 in November 1995 to $656.50 in February 1996. Over 
the same period, the comparable level for females decreased from 
$555.70 to $553.90. 


Between November 1995 and February 1996, the trend estimate of aver- 
age weekly total earnings of all employees in South Australia increased 
from £515.10 to $517,960. 


Award Rates of Pay 
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Since it is an average of carnings across all employees, changes in average 
weekly carnings may occur through changes in employment as well as 
changes in pay levels. 


Over the twelve months to March 1996, the weekly award rates of pay in- 
dex for full-time employees in South Australia increased by 1.5%. 


For full-time adult male employees, the largest annual movement of the 
index occurred in the electricity, gas and water supply industry division, 
with an increase of 3.6 %. 


For full-time adult female employees, the largest annual movements of 
the index occurred in the finance, property and business services indus- 
try, with an increase of 1.9%. 


Financial Markets 


Housing Finance 


The trend estimate for the value of owner-occupied housing commit- 
ments for March was $258.3 million, up 0.2% over the previous month, in 
line with the national trend which rose by 0.6%. This maintains the 
steady upward movement in the State trend estimate since September 
1995. In comparison with March 1995 the trend estimate is 16.4% higher 
for the State while the national figure is 14.9% higher. 


SECURED HOUSING FINANCE COMMITMENTS 
TO INDIVIDUALS (ALL LENDERS) 
(Excluding Alterations and Additions} 
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Total housing finance commitments (original figures including altera- 
tions and additions) increased by 8.0% to $308.1 million compared with 
the previous month and was up 9.2% on March 1995. All the major cate- 
gories, however, were down compared with March 1995 except refinanc- 
ing, up 92.7%, and alterations and additions, up 8.7%. Refinancing in- 
creased by 14.9% to $66.4 million during the month and alterations and 
additions was up 13.2% to $23.3 million. 


Finance commitments for construction of dwellings increased by 14.5% 
10 $31.9 million compared with the previous month bul were 7.7% lower 
than March 1995. Finance commitments for the purchase of established 
dwellings, the largest category, were up 4.7% Lo $173.8 million in March 
but down 2.0% compared with the previous March. Commitments for the 
purchase of newly erected dwellings decreased by 2.1% to $12.8 million, 
down by 11.2% on March 1995. 


Personal Finance 


Commercial Finance 
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Personal finance commitments increased by 3.8% to $185.9 million dur- 
ing March 1996 compared with the national increase of 0.6%. 


Fixed loan commitments increased by 6.7% ta $138.3 million, the highest 
monthly figure for twelve months. Refinancing again recorded a large in- 
crease, up 6.6% to $30.8 million, 24.6% above the previous March and 
making it the highest month recorded. Major increases were also re- 
corded for househald and personal goods, up 54.1%, Lo exceed $5 mil- 
lion for the first time, and new motor cars and station wagons which rose 
3.9% to $11.8 million, although this was well below (32.1%) the cquiva- 


lent month last year. 


Personal finance commitments under revolving credit facilities decreased 
by 3.9% to $47.6 million during the month, 26.0% below March 1995. Se- 
cured personal finance commitments under revolving credit facilities de- 
creased by 18.1% to $16.6 million and unsecured increased 5.9% to $31.0 
million, both significantly below the previous March. 


PERSONAL FINANCE COMMITMENTS 
(ALL LENDERS} 
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Commercial finance commitments increased by 21.3% to $542.9 million 
when compared with February, 26.1% higher than March 1995. The cor- 
responding Australian percentages were 14.7% and 22.9% respectively. 


Commercial finance commitments under fixed loan facilities increased by 
8.1% to $343.3 million during March, 27.1% above March 1995. The 
main increases were for transport and storage and finance, investment 
and insurance, both of which doubled the previous months totals. Agri- 
culture, forestry, fishing and hunting dropped 13.6% to $47.4 million 
from the record February figure. 


Revolving credit facilities increased by 53.5% to $199.7 million following 
the low February total. The main increases were for manufacturing, up 
$30.0 million and transport and storage up $28.6 million after low figures 
in February. Wholesale trade recorded the main fall, down 32.1% to $9.7 
million.

The value of goods under new finance lease commitments increased dur- 
ing March by 8.4% to $25.4 million, 21.9% above March 1995, This con- 
tinued the upward trend following the very low January figure when the 
South Australian proportion of the national figure was down to 2.8%, 
compared with 3.9% in March, 


New motor cars and station wagons not subject to depreciation, the larg- 
est category, increased by 33.5% to $5.3 million following two low 
months but the recovery was still 22.7% below the previous March. Com- 
mitments for those subject to depreciation increased significantly during 
the month, up 34.4% to $1.7 million which was double the previous 
March. Used motor cars and station wagons not subject to deprectation 
however fell 1.7% to $2.3 million while those subject to depreciation 
were up significantly again after a low January. 


Commitments for construction and earthmoving equipment reached $5.5 
million, the highest month since September 1990. The other major in- 
crease was for agricultural machinery and equipment which reached $1.8 
million. Electronic data processing equipment dropped by 36.5% to $2.6 
million after the high commitments in February. 


Forward Outlook 


Composite Leading indicator 


Australian Business Expectations 


The Composite Leading Indicator (CLD is a single time series produced 
by aggregating eight individual economic indicators, and has been devel- 
oped by the ABS as an experimental series to supplement existing forms 
of economic analysis and modelling. 


The CLI summarises the early signals contained in a selection of eco- 
nomic indicators and is designed to assist the detection of turning points 
between successive expansions and slow downs of economic activity as 
measured by constant price GDP{A). Ik does not attempt to forecast the 
level of economic activity. 


in the December quarter 1995 : 


® the experimental CLI fell 0.07%, the fifth consecutive fall since the 
September quarter 1994 peak. However the rate of fall eased from 
0.29% in the September 1995 quarter. 


the last turning point in the CLI is coincident with the last tuming 
point in the reference series (deviations in the trend growth rate of 
GDP(A) from its historical long-term trend). 


The quarterly data are released in more detail in the Australian Eco- 
nomic Indicators (1350.0). The CLI was the topic of the Focus article in 
the September 1993 edition of South Australian Economic Indicators 
(1307.4). 


Surveys of business expectations have been available to decision makers 
for a number of years from several sources. These surveys provided 
qualitative indicators in the form of the net proportion of businesses ex- 
pecting a rise or fall in furure business conditions. Since the December 
quarter 1993, the ABS has been compiling a quantitative indicator of 
business expectations in the form of an expected weighted aggregate 
change in a range of economic variables. These data are available on a 
quarterly basis in Australian Business Expectations (5250.0).

FOCUS 


South Australian Agriculture

Introduction 


South Australia contributes significantly to the agri- 
cultural commodity production of Australia. Prelimi- 
nary figures for 1994-95 show South Australia as the 
major producer of barley with 45% of the total gross 
value. As well 45% of Australian vineyard area ts lo- 
cated in South Australia. It is also a substantial pro- 
ducer of wheat, vegetables and orchard fruit. 


Contribution to Gross State Product and Gross 
Domestic Product 


In 1993-94 agriculture contributed 4% to the Gross 
State Product (GSP) of South Australia and 3% to the 
Gross Domestic Product ( GDP) of Australia. 


In contrast to the manufacturing sector, which has 
remained markedly stable since the 1970s at around 
18-20% of GSP, the agricultural sector has fluctuated 
as a percentage of GSP, It peaked at 10% in 1979-80 
then declined to contribute approximately 4% dur- 
ing the early 1990s, falling to its lowest level in 
1990-91 when it accounted for 3% of GSP. 


Similarly, the contribution of the Australian agricul- 
tural sector to GDP has declined since the late 
1970's. Agriculture during this period peaked in 
1979-80 at 7% of GDP. It then gradually declined to 
approximately 3% during the 1990s. Thus the con- 
tribution of the agricultural sector has declined on 
both a State and national basis over the past twenty 
years. This suggests that the importance of the agri- 
cultural sector relative to the growing sectors of fi- 
nance and insurance, and property and business 
services is diminishing.

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Principal Components of the Agricultural Sector 


The agricultural sector has two primary components; 
agriculture, and forestry, fishing and hunting. While 
agriculture is the larger component over the past 
two decades, the composition of these two compo- 
nents with respect to GSP has fluctuated. 


In 1979-80 agriculture accounted for 94% of total 
gross value and forestry, fishing and hunting ac- 
counted for 6%. By 1993-94 the share from agricul- 
ture had fallen to 86% while forestry, fishing and 
hunting rose to 14% of the total gross value.

Two methods can be used to measure the value of 
agricultural exports. The i#dustry estimate ts de- 
rived by allocating SITC (Standard International 
Trade Classification) commodities to the industry of 
origin based upon the main economic activities of 
the industry with which the commodities are primar- 
ily associated, The commodity estimate is obtained 
by compiling those products which are considered 
to be primarily agricultural. In 1994-95 the industry 
estimate for the value of exports was $606 million. 
The commodity estimate was $1,196 million. 


The two methods produce very different cstimates 
for the value of agricultural exports. This is largely 
due to the fact that many products originating in the 
agricultural sector undergo further processing and 
as such are aligned to the manufacturing industry 
and not included in the agricultural industry esti- 
mate. These same products however, may be 
considered agricultural commodities and are there- 
fore included in the commodity estimate. 


An example of this is fruit juice. On an industry ba- 
sis fruit juice is aligned to the manufacturing indus- 
try as further processing has occurred and is thus 
excluded from the agricultural industry estimate. 
However, fruit juice is considered to be an agricul- 
tural product and is therefore included in the com- 
modity estimate, 


The table below shows estimates of the value of ag- 
ricultural exports on both a commodity and an in- 
dustry hasis-

Employment 


Since the mid 1960's employment within the South 
Australian agricultural sector has remained static, 
both as a percentage of the total number of persons 
employed within all industries, as well as the num- 
ber of persons ermployed within the South Australian 
agricultural sector alone. For the period 1967-1995 
employment has stabilised around a mean of 44,000 
persons, and approximately 8% of total persons em- 
ployed in all industries. Such stability Wustrates a 
sector in the economy which is neither expanding 
nor contracting its employment levels. 


In 1995, the South Australian agricultural indusiry 
employed 47,000 persons. Employment within the 
industry is predominantly male, accounting for ap- 
proximately 70% of total employees. During the last 
thirty years the lowest number of persons employed 
within the agricultural industry was recorded in 
1975 with only 37,000 persons employed.

The total gross value of agricultural production (ex- 
cluding forestry, fishing and hunting) in 1993-94 
was $2,271 million. Preliminary figures for 1994-95 
show an increase of 11% to $2,515 million. 


CEREALS FOR GRAIN 


Cereal crops are a major contributor to agriculture 
and in 1993-94 the gross value of crops was 29% of 
the total gross value of agricultural production. Pre- 
liminary figures for 1994-95 indicate that the gross 
value of cereal crops has decreased by 11% to $586.7 
million. 


Wheat is grown in the Eyre Peninsula, Yorke Penin- 
sula, Lower North, Murray Lands and the Northern 
Statistical Divisions. The production of wheat in 
1993-94 was 2,114,000 tonnes, a decrease of ap- 
proximately 13% since 1992-93. In 1993-94 the 
gross value of wheat for grain was $365 million. Pre- 
liminary figures for 1994-95 indicate a further de- 
crease of 15% to $309 million. 


Barley is grown in ail States of Australia, with the ma- 
jority of barley grown in South Australia in the Yorke 
Peninsula region. Barley is grown for the purpose of 
stock feed, malting and human consumption. 


Production of barley in 1993-94 was 2,228,000 ton- 
nes compared to 1,855,000 tonnes in 1992-93, an in- 
crease of approximately 20%, and 30% above the 
average production for the previous five years. The 
1993-94 season saw a high proportion of malting 
quality barley in the crop (up to 50% of Australian 
Barley Board receivals). Preliminary figures for 
1994-95 indicate that the gross value of barley for 
grain has declined 8% to $251 million. 


LIVESTOCK SLAUGGHTERINGS AND PRODUCTS 


Livestock slaughterings and livestock products each 
accounted for approximately 19% of the total gross 
value of agriculture in 1993-94. Preliminary figures 
for 1994-95, show that livestock products have in- 
creased in gross value by 23% to $520 million. This 
was mainly due to an increase in the value of wool 
by 31% to $356 million. 


In 1994-95 livestock slaughterings rose by 14% to 
$495 million with cattle and calves slaughterings ris- 
ing by 29% to §225 million and sheep and lamb 
slaughterings rising by 1% to $122 million. when 
compared with 1993-94. 


YEGETABLES 


The principal vegetable growing area is based 
around the outskirts of Adelaide, providing easy ac- 
cess to the Adelaide Central Market. Gther vegetable 
regions include the South Fast Division where pre- 
dominantly potatoes are grown, and the River Mur- 
ray region where potatoes, onions, carrots, 
tomatoes, pumpkins and rock melons are cultivated. 


The gross value of South Australian vegetable pro- 
duction increased by 7% from $178 million in 
1992-93 to $190 million in 1993-94. Expansion of 
vegetable plantings predominantly occurred in the 
Riverland, Mallee and South East, where low land 
costs, water and low overhead costs enabled these 
regions to be economically competitive with other 
vegetable producing districts in Australia’. 


The frozen carrot juice industry located in the River- 
iand is expanding as the markets in Japan and other 
South Fast Asian countries are developing. 


The possible development of a pipeline for re- 
claimed water distribution for the Northern Adelaide 
Plains will provide opportunities for expansion of 
vegetable production in that region’, 


FRUIT 


A wide variety of fruit crops are grown in South Aus- 
tralia. The main types are oranges, peaches, and ap- 
ricots (grown in the Riverland), and apples (grown 
in the Adelaide Hills). Throughowt 1993-94 the 
South Australian apple industry continued its rede- 
velopment of orchards, with the varieties of Royal 
Gala, Fuji and Pink Lady being the majority of new 
plantings. The planting of Jonathan trees continued 
to diminish, reflecting the Jow economic returns 
growers receive for this once popular variety’. 


With the exception of lemons and limes, all citrus 
fruits recorded an increase in gross value in 1993-94. 
The total gross value of citrus fruits was $321 mil- 
lion. South Australia contributed 32% to the total 
value of citrus fruits produced in Australia. The 
gross value of strawberries in 1993-94 increased sig- 
nificantly (from $6 million to $8 million), in contrast 
to a 13% decline in the gross value of apricots and a 
20% decline in the gross value of apples. While har- 
vest conditions for stone fruits in 1993-94 were rea- 
sonable, crops were light. The gross value of stone 
fruits in 1993-94 was $31 million a decrease of $3 
million from 1992-93.

Emerging or developing crops and pastures 


Low world prices for wheat during 1991 resulted in 
the need to develop alternative crops. One such 
crop is canola derived from rapeseed and grown as a 
substitute for sunflower oil used in margarine. The 
production of canola is a rapidly growing industry 
with the gross value of production doubling from $3 
million in 1992-93 to $6 million in 1993-94. Further 
expansion of this crop is expected in future years. 


The South Australian grape growing industry is ex- 
panding with the industry accounting for 45% of the 
total grapes grown in Australia. In 1993-94 the gross 
value of grapes for South Australia increased by 34% 
to $154 million. Preliminary figures for 1994-95 in- 
dicate a further increase of 76% to $270 million. 


The decrease in the area of vineyards during the 
4980s has been reversed with major plantings in the

Adelaide Hills, Barossa Valley and South East regions 
over the last decade. In 1994-95 the area of vine- 
yards was 32,358 hectares compared with 24,523 
hectares in 1985-86. 


In 1994-95 the area of Cabernet Sauvignon vines for 
harvest was 5,496 hectares. a 35% increase on 
1993-94. Similarly, the area of Chardonnay vines for 
harvest increased by 36% from 3,340 hectares in 
1993-94 to 4,542 hectares in 1994-95. Shiraz in- 
creased by 35% from 4,349 hectares in 1993-94 to 
5,875 hectares in 1994-95.
